To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Council 


Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  present  for  your  consideration  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Longdendale  for  the  year  1971. 

The  control  over  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  evident  in  the 
fact  that  only  36  cases  were  recorded  and  of  these  31  were  measles  -  a  condition 
against  which  protection  can  now  be  offered  by  immunisation.  There  are,  of 
course,  a  wide  variety  of  conditions  which  are  infectious  and  non-notifiable, 
the  most  important  one  being  influenza  which  each  winter  seems  to  be  in  the 
headlines  as  a  potential  hazard  particularly  to  the  old  and  infirm.  The  year 
under  review  did  not  produce  the  expected  major  epidemic  from  the  Hong  Kong 
strain  of  the  virus,  although,  no  doubt,  some  of  the  deaths  from  pneumonia, 
and  bronchitis  may  be  attributed  to  this  condition.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
fell  to  94  in  1971  from  113  the  previous  year,  largely  due  to  a  reduction  in  the 
deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis  and  an  absence  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  I 
regret  to  have  to  report  an  increase,  however,  in  the  infant  mortality  -  five 
children  dying  under  the  age  of  one  year  compared  with  two  in  1970. 

During  the  year,  a  Consultative  Document  was  published  in  May  in  which  the 
Government  laid  down  the  suggested  pattern  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Health 
Services.  As  you  now  know  this  redevelopment  is  to  take  place  parallel  with 
that  of  Local  Government  reform  and  will  operate  from  1st  April,  1974.  The 
latest  step  has  been  the  introduction  of  a  National  Health  Service  Reorganisation 
Bill  in  November  of  this  year  which  was  preceded  by  a  Management  Study  report  on 
the  Reorganised  National  Health  Service.  It  will  be  obvious  that  the  emphasis 
and  pattern  of  work  of  your  officers  is  of  necessity  being  changed  by  this  new 
impending  legislation  on  Local  Government  and  Health  Service  reorganisation  and 
one  can  only  hope  that  it  will  lead  to  improved  services  for  the  person  lor 
whom  all  this  is  intended,  namely,  the  man  in  the  street,  whether  as  a  ratepayer 
or  a  patient. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  for 
their  interest,  Mr.  Skirrow  for  his  loyalty  and  constant  help  and  the  staff  for 
their  willing  co-operation.

BIRTHS 


There  were  129  live  births  during  1971.  Of  these,  63  were  males  and 
66  females. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  12.4  per  1,000  compared  with  14.7  per  thousand 
in  1970.  When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  the  birth 
rate  was  10.8  per  1,000  compared  v/ith  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 


DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  during  1971  was  94.  Of  these,  48  were  males  and 
46  females.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  9.1  per  thousand  compared  with  11.3  per 
thousand  for  1970.  When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas, 
the  Death  Rate  was  13.8,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  during  1971  being 
11.6.  The  causes  of  death  were  as  shown  in  the  table  on  pages  3  &  4.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1971. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council' s  only  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  R.  M.  Young,  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  StretfoitL 
M.B.,  and  no  replacement  appointment  was  made  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Details  under  the  Housing  Section  of  the  report  indicate  appreciable 
progress,  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made  on  properties  in  Market  Street/ 
Printers  Fold,  Hollingworth,  being  part  of  a  scheme  for  envisaged  new  building 
on  the  cleared  site  and  land  at  the  rear. 


Preliminary  work  on  a  Smoke  Control  Programme  was  in  hand  following  approval 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  the  six  phase  programme  proposal  for  the 
district,  action  on  which  had  been  postponed  due  to  fuel  shortages. 

The  year  saw  commencement  of  group  meetings  in  connection  with  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Reorganisation. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  for  support, 
and  Dr.  Holme,  the  Clerk,  and  colleagues  including  my  own  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance.

All  mains  supply  within  the  District  is  by  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks 
and  is  subject  to  filtration  and  chlorination.  Details  have  been  given  in  previou 
years  reports.  Included  in  the  supervision  is  weekly  sampling  by  the  Waterworks 
Department  itself. 


Seventeen  samples  of  mains  supply  were  additionally  submitted  for  bacteriologi 
cal  examination  by  this  Authority.  Of  these  1 3  were  reported  as  being  completely 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  4  results  were  reported  as  follows

Following  complaints  of  "musty  taste"  in  mains  water  at  properties  in  one 
s  reeo  in  the  district,  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  samples -was 
carried  out  by  the  Chief  Chemist's  department  of  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks. 
The  samples  were  reported  as  completely  satisfactory  and  wholly  free  from  health 
hazards.  However,  further  discussions  took  place  between  the  Chief  Chemist's 
Department  and  the  Area  Mains  Distribution  Department  to  investigate  any  corrective 
measures  which  could  be  taken.

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REPUS 3  COLLECTION 


The  service  provides  for  weekly  collection  in  all  but  for  the  isolated  parts 
of  the  district  where  collections  are  made  fortnightly*  Tipping  continued  at  the 
Hyde  Municipal  Tip  at  Dunkirk  Farm  by  arrangement  with  that  Authority.  A  new 
25  cu.  yd.  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  brought  into  operation  towards  the  end 
of  the  year.  Bulk  container  loading  equipment  was  fitted  to  this  vehicle  enabling 
this  Authority  to  undertake  the  emptying  of  bulk  refuse  containers  from  properties 
within  the  district,  which  service  was  previously  carried  out  by  Hyde  Corporation 
on  a  re-chargeable  basis. 

Following  discussions  with  G-lossop  Municipal  Borough  and  Tintwistle  Rural 
District  Council  towards  the  provision  of  the  pulverisation  plant  referred  to  in 
last  year’s  report,  an  order  was  placed  by  Glossop  Municipal  Borough  for  this 
project  and  it  is  envisaged  that  the  plant  will  be  operational  in  1972.

The  major  difficulty  in  the  administration  of  the  Act  was  that  of  tracing 
owners  and/or  persons  responsible  for  abandoned  vehicles. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  removal  free  of  charge  of  any  exceptional  or 
bulky  items  of  household  refuse  such  as  discarded  furniture  providing  notification 
is  given,  482  collections  being  made  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  350  in  the 
previous  year.  This  represents  a  considerable  expenditure  but  is  very  worthwhile 
in  minimising  otherwise  unsightly  dumping  within  the  district. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


Free  treatment  is  given  against  rodent  infestation.  During  the  year  this 
service  was  carried  out  by  this  Authority’s  newly  appointed  rodent  operative  and 
the -agreement  with  G-lossop  M.B.  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  was  terminated. 

105  premises  were" treated  for  infestation  and  97  premises  was  inspected  in 
connection  with  rodent  control.
